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On Seturdey 12 and Tuesday 15 January 1940, there appeared in the 
¢aS of the 10th Infantry Battal on beiore myself, Hendrik 
Jan FANA, Superintendent of Police, a person, who, on enquiry, 
decleres hiuself to be:

born on 13 December 1902 at Soest (TN, Folland), occupation:

at Retavia Contrun; who arter having besn sworn bsfore ne in 
accordance with his relisious convictions to tell the truth 
and nothing out the truth answered the questions put to him 
&S stated hereunder,

In ths hesinning of 1942 I was a prisoucr of war at 
JO. jaxarta and was in the H.3.School buildine. This was fenced 
off with barbed wire, However, prisoners of war often Climbed 
Over the wire end got out. This occurred, as it were, with the 
acquiescence of sone Javenese cuaris, At ény rete I know that 
sowe Of them saic to prisoners of war in iglay, "Go hose; but 
take care to return on time", Consecuently, one or tvo Gays 
berore Whit lioncay 1942 Krauser or Craner, vho was omployec by the 
Court of Chancery at Jozjé, iieyer and “Pues Climbed over the wire 
to visit theiy iamilics. In ali fairness I wust asntion in tais 
Connection that in view of a reesnt Change in the Japanese con- 
wand, the Netuerlandés caup direction strongly advised a.ainst 
leaving the caup. at the secona roil-call held that 6vening it 
was Giscovered thas throe wen vers iiesing. It epovared that éurt 
thoir'téscapo" they had vecn arrestyuc by tne Tudonesien police ana 
taxcn to the .vard, During, tac second roll-cail the Gscaped por- 
80nS were brought into the room whcre taey used to Slecp, and as 
I have heard were badly thrashed in view of their roomiates, 
Thereafter they stood the wiole night throuch near the suerd 
Within circles drawn on the eround, We thouzht that the matter 
was now closed; but the followings day vat. Gocdhardt announcod 
that tho thrive essapcd wen wore to be Sot. In spiteof all our 
officers did to have this order canccllod, tic exseution had to 
be carricd out on oréers tron the Dendoeng hoadcuarters. 

The execution tool place as follows: On the afternoon of 
26 May 1942 the whole Gump had. to fell in on the football ficid. 
When evoryons was in line, tue thres victims were driven in on a 
truck, Their ccmradcs had élready due a lone vit. The three mon 
were placed in front of it. Then thc Sc.cencc was reed in Japanes 
and lélay. Too three men were blindfolded. Meyer, who understood 
that this was the end, sot out his Purse and wantcd to hand it 
to one of thse Japaness soldicrs for his The purse was flune 
Out of his hanés aad ho fot some slaps in his facs. Thereafter 
the thrce men were stabbed into the pit by three Japanose soldicr 
who were standine in front of them. Cne of the men who was appar- 
cntly not dead, crawled out of the pit and was stabbed back into 
it with @ bayonet. Then thie sTave wes filled up and some Japaencse 
officers put wreatlis on it and gave the military salutc. Later on 
the Japanese officers told our officers that cxocutions by bayo- 
Neting constituted an honourable death anonest Japanesc. We were 
warned that if there owas anothcr escape, not only the escaper: 
but also ten artitrarily chostn prisoncrs ‘of ‘er would be exucutec 
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Doe. 5786 Page 3, 
I can further state that thc food situation at Jogja was 

very bad, mado worse by tho fact that we were there compcllcd 

to do very heavy work on the airficld at Magoc™a.Dspecially 

during the months of June and July 1942 food was oxtroucly 

insufficicnt.
